NOTE.—The figures relating to vital statistics, as given in this Report, must be regarded as 
provisional, the revised figures appearing in the Detailed Annual Report. They may, however, 
be accepted as substantially correct. 


Inthe Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the Deaths 
registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, to the normal area 
of residence of deceased. 


The Birthe registered in each urban area, according to numerical returns furnished by the 
Registrars, have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those occurring in institutions of infants 
whose mothers were admitted from other localities. No correction is made in these reports for 
hirthe in individual rural areas. In Table IV, as a consequence, there ts liability to slight 
understatement in the births for individual urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement 
in those given for the aggregate of rural districts. 





GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage Rate (4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated population) for the first quarter of 
1932, based on 3,183 marriages registered during the quarter, is 1*0 below the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1922-31. The marriage rate among Catholics 
for the first quarter of 1932 was 4°4, and among all other denominations, 2°4. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the fourth quarter of 1931 was 6:1 per 1,000; in 
England and Wales, 8°0, and in Scotland 6:6, as compared with 4-0 for Saorstat Eireann. 


The Birth Rate for the first quarter of 1932, viz., 18-3 per 1,000, represented by 13,596 
births registered in Saorstat Eireann, is 1:7 below the average (20-0) for the first quarters 
of the ten years, 1922-31. For Dublin City the birth rate was 24:2; for Dun Laoghaire 
16-5, for Cork 21°3; for Limerick, 24°2; and for Waterford, 27-3. 

The corresponding birth rate for Northern Ireland during this quarter was 20°63 tor 
England and Wales, 15-3; and for Scotland, 19-0. The birth rate for Belfast was 22:6; 
for Londonderry, 27.3 ; for London, 14.3; for Glasgow, 21°5; and for Edinburgh, 15:6. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann (numbering 13,189) was 17°7 
per 1,000 for this quarter, being 0.1 above the average (17-6) for the first quarters of the 
preceding ten years. 

For Dublin City the death rate was 19:6; for Dum Laoghaire, 14°8; for Cork, 20°2; 
for Limerick, 21:8; and for Waterford, 27:3. 

_ In Northern Ireland the death rate for the quarter under review was 17:1 per 1,000; in 
England and Wales, 15-4; and in Scotland, 16-2. In Belfast, the rate was 17°8 ; in London- 
derry, 17-0; in London, 16-0; in Glasgow, 17:2; and in Edinburgh, 16°8. 


Deaths in Saorstat Eireann from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising enteric 
fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrheal diseases) afforded an annual rate of 0.6 per 1,000, which is equal to the average 
for the first quarters of the five years, 1927-31. 


The mortality from Influenza: was equivalent to arate of 1:1 per 1,000, the average for 
the corresponding quarters of the preceding five years being 0:9 per 1,000. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1-4 per 1,000, which is 0:1 
below the average rate for the first quarters of the five years preceding. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 4:8 per 1,000 births registered, 


eomprising 1-5 for puerperal sepsis and 3-3 for other puerperal conditions, as compared 
with 0:9 and 3:2 for the first quarter of 1931. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 


aos was 79, in comparison with an average of 83 for the first quarters of the ten years, 


The Population estimated to the middle of 1932 is 2,973,000 (males, 1,514,000, and females, 
1,459,000) showing an increase of 16,000 on the estimate for the middle of 1931, which increase 


is derived from the natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, and the balance between 
inward and outward migrants. 


The Natural Increase during the first quarter of 1932 was 407, as compared with an average 
of 1,768 for the first quarters of the ten years, 1922-31. 


During the first quarter of 1932, the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea was 148, and the number of Immigrarts from these places 675.

MARRIAGES. 


Tho marriages registered during the quarter ended 31st March, “1932, numbered 3,183, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4°3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, this rate being 
9°4 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1930, and 1-0 below the average for the first 
quarter of the ten years, 1922-31 (See Table 1). Of the total Marriages 3,051 (or 4°4 per 
1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were those of Catholics, and 
132 related to all other denominations, equivalent to 2-4 per 1,000 of the population other, 
than Catholic. The marriage rate among Catholics is 1-1 below and that among other 
denominations 1-2 below, the respective averages, for the first quarter of the preceding ten 


years.

During the quarter ended 31st March last, there were registered in the 640 Registrars’ 
Districts into which Saorstat Eireann is divided for registratio1 purposes, 13,596 births, 
of which 6,907 were those of males and 6,689 of females, or 1,032 of the former to 1,000 of 
the latter. : 

The Birth rate was 18°3 per 1,000 of the estinated p>palsto), beiag 1.7 b2low the average 
(20-0) for the first quarter of the ten years, 1922 -31 (See Table I). 

The birth rate ascribed to Urban Districts, including the cities or boroughs in the aggregate 

was 22.1 per 1,000 of the population, and to Rural Districts, 16:7 per 1,000, as compared 
with 23:2 and 17°7 respectively, in the first quarter of 1931 (See Table IV). 

For the Twelve Principal Towus, the birth rate was 23:1 per 1,000, as against 23°8 per 
1,000 in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Amongst these towns, the birth rate varied from 27°3 for Waterford, 24°2 for Dublin and

1,000 as compared with 21-0 for the first quarter of 1931, and for Rural Districts, 17:1 por

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—From this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
(419) from this group of causes is 69 below that for the first quarter of 1931, viz., 488, and 
_ 46 fewer than the average for the first quarter of the five years, 1927-31. Enteric fever, 
whooping-cough and diarrhceal diseases, show decreases in comparison with the average for 
‘the previous five years. The greatest proportional decreases are found in enteric fever and 
whooping-cough, both causing 46 per cent. less than the average. 
On the other hand, there are increases in measles, sc arlet fever, and diphtheria, tho latter 
disease causing 35 per cent. more deaths than in 1927-31. 
Of 100 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 64 (or 13:0 per 1,000 
pirths) were recorded for urban areas, as against 36 (or 4:1 per 1,000 births) for rural areas. 
For urban areas of 10,000 population and upwards (‘‘ Twelve Principal Towns ”’), the mortality 
was 12.9 per 1,000 births, as compared with 13-4 per 1,060 for urban districts with less than 
10.600 inhabitants.

Borough, 2:0 for Wexford and 1-9 for Dublin City to 0°8 for Waterford County, 0:9 for 
Limerick County Borough and Leitrim, and 1-0 for Kilkenny, Longford and Roscommon, 
The rate for the aggregate city or borough areas and urban districts was 1:7 per 1,000 of the 
population of these areas, as compared with 1:3 for rural areas, or the twelve principal 
town areas the rate was 1'7 per 1,000, and for urban districts under 10,000 population it 
was also 1°7. 


Puerperal Conditions.—The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnancy 
and childbirth, as recorded during the quarter, was 65, being equal to 4°8 per 1,000 births 
registered. Of the 65 deaths, 20 were due to puerperal sepsis, or 1:5 per 1,000 births, and 
45, or 3:3 per 1,000 births, to other puerperal conditions. The corresponding rates for the 
first quarter of 1931 were 0°9 and 3:2 respectively. 


Ages at Death. 


Of 13,189 deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 1,078 or 8:2 per cent. were those 
of infants under one year of age, and 6,400 or 48:5 per cent. were those of persons 65 years 
and upwards. 


Infant Mortality—The infant mortality was 79 per 1,000 births registered, as compared 
with 68, 49 and 66 respectively, for the three preceding quarters, and an average of 83 for 
the first quarter of the ten years preceding (Table I). 

For County Boroughs and Urban Districts in the aggregate, the rate was 109, and for all 
Rural Districts 63 per 1,000 (Table ITT). 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 
Deaths in Institutions numbered 3,597, or 27°3 per cent. of all deaths registered. 


Inquests. 


There were 265 inquests or deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates during the quarter, 
this number being 2:0 per cent. of the total deaths registered. 


Uncertified Deaths. 


The number of deaths in cases where there was no medical attendant during the last illnesa, 


(not including deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates) was 2,851, or 21:6 per cent. of the 
total deaths. 





Cases of Infectious Diseases Notified. 


Table VI gives the number of such cases notified during the quarter in urban and rural 
districts. The total number amounted to 2,020. 


Vaccination. . 

As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful primary vaccinations during 
the quarter ended 31st March last was 4,881, or 35°9 to every 100 births registered during 
the quarter, the corresponding ratio for the first quarter of the five years 1927~31 being 50°6.

Causes of Death. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The deaths from this group of causes relating to the city 
during the quarter numbered 88, affording an annual rate of 0:8 per 1,000, as compared 
| with 2-3 per 1,000, for the first quarter of the preceding year. 


The following statement shows for the city of Dublin the number of deaths from some

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With the exception of scarlet fever, whooping-cough and influenza, decreases as compared 
with the first quarter of last year are shown in every case. 
The decrease is most marked in measles (which is accounted for by a severe epidemic in

The greatest proportional increase is shown in deaths from whooping-cougn, which have 
‘risen to 28, as compared with 10 in the corresponding quarter of 1931. The rate of the north 
side in 1932 is 37 per 100,000, and for the south 19, 
Influenza.—The number of deaths attributed to influenza was 91, the equivalent annual 
‘rate being 0°88 per 1,000, as compared with 0°78 per 1,000 in the first quarter of 1931. 

Tuberculosis—The deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease recorded for the city 
“numbered 197, representing an annual rate of 1°89 per 1,000 of the population, as compared 
with 2°40 for the first quarter of the preceding year. 

The mortality from tuberculosis in the north side of the city was 1°79 per 1,000, and in 
‘the south, 2:01, the respective rates for the first quarter of 1931 being 2°39 and 2°35. 

Of the 197 deaths, 157 were ascribed to pulmonary and 40 to other forms of the disease 
the former representing a rate of 1°51 per 1,000 and the latter 0° 38 per 1,000. 


Ages at Death. 


Of the 2,036 deaths relating to the city of Dublin, as registered during the quarter, 407 
{or 20-0 per cent.) were those of children under five years of age, and 690 (or 33:9 per cent.) 
‘were of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding percentages in respect of the 


first quarter of 1931 being 30°6 and 29:6. 
‘The Infant Mortality, based on 267 deaths of infants under one year of age was 106 per 1,000 


births, as compared with 134 for the first quarter of 1931. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 


The deaths of Dublin residents occurring in public institutions, as registered during the 
‘quarter, numbered 887, or 43°6 per cent. of total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Disease. 
The number of cases of infectious disease notified during the quarter as shown in Table V1 
was 557. Table VII gives the number of cases under treatment in Dublin hospitals during

METEOROLOGY. 


' The mean temperature for the twelve weeks ended 26th March, 1932, deduced from the 
mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park, Dublin, 
was 41°4°, and at Cork (Reoche’s Point) it was 44°6° ; for the thirteen weeks ended 2nd April 

at Peamount Sanatorium it was 41°5°; at Greenwich, 41:0; at Glasgow, 41:7; and at 

Edinburgh, 41°5°. ; 


- The, mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 2°3; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 2:8; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-5; at Greenwich, 2:2; at Glasgow, 
1°8; and at Edinburgh, 2°8. 


-The rainfall during the same periods measured at Dublin 3:86 inches; at Peamount 
‘Sanatorium, 4:89 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), 10°55 inches; at Greenwich, 3°41 inclies ; 
at Glasgow, 5°85 inches ; and at Hdinburgh, 5:87 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Meteorological 
Office, London. :— 


_ JANUARY. 

Persistent south-westerly to westerly winds maintained dull, wet and very mild weather 
during the greater part of the month. During the last six days conditions were anticyclonic: 
and the weather dry but cloudy. Temperature reached the exceptionally high level, for 
January, of 62° F. at Killarney on the 8rd and at Newcastle (Wicklow) cn the 8th. The 
warmth of some of the nights was equally remarkable, and at Cahirciveen (Kerry) the minimum 
of 54° F. on the night of the 2nd to 3rd was a record for that district. During a period of 
wet weather from the 13th to 16th some heavy rain was recorded, amongst the largest daily 
measurements being 37 mm. at Cahirciveen on the 12th and 42 mm. at Blacksod Point on 
the 14th. In the east, including Dublin, the month’s rainfall was below the average, but 
elsewhere there was an excess, which was most pronounced in the west and south. Sunshine 
aggregates were generally deficient, especially in the south. | 


FEBRUARY. 


February was remarkable for its dryness associated with persistent anticyclonic conditions 
and north-easterly to easterly winds. In most places rainfall totals did not exceed one- 
tenth of the average. In several places all previous records for dryness were eclipsed, and at 
Cahirciveen the month was the driest February for at least 60 years. Mallarany had only 
one rain-day and Newtownforbes and Killarney, two. In the extreme north-west 
mild conditions predominated, but over by far the greater part of the country the month 
was rather cold. The highest temperatures were recorded generally during the first few days 
and on or about the 23rd, and nowhere exceeded 52° F., being below those recorded in the 
previous month. There were frequent ground frosts. In the west and north-west sunshine 
aggregates slightly exceeded the normal; elsewhere, there was a considerable deficiency, 


MARCH. 


Rain on tl.e 4th or 5th marked the end of the drought which was such a prominent feature 
of the previous month. The unsettled weather was, however, of short duration, and on the 
9th there was a return to dry anticyclonic conditions which lasted until the 19th. During 
this dry period temperature was mostly moderate, while good sunshine records were obtained 
on several days up to the 17th. After the 19th, unsettled wet conditions became established 
and cor.tinued until the end of the month, with heavy rain on the 25th and 29th. In a 
districts monthly mean temperatures were within 1° F. of the average. There was a deficiency 
of rainfall in all districts, although very much less pronounced than in February. In the 


east aan south-east sunshine aggregates were below the average, but elsewhere an excess was 
recorded. fi

Inthe Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the Deaths 
registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, to the normal area 
of residence of deceased. 


The Births registered in each urban area, according to numerical returns furnished by the 
Registrars, have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those occurring in institutions of infants 
whose mothers were admitted from other localities. No correction 1s made in these reports for 
births in individual rural areas. In Table IV, as a consequence, there is liability to slight 
understatement in the births for individual urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement 
in those given for the aggregate of rural districts. 





GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage Rate (4.3 per 1,000 of the estimated population) for the second quarter of 
1932, based on 3,181 marriages registered during the quarter, is 0*3 below the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1922-31. The marriage rate among Catholics. 
for the second quarter of 1932 was 4.3, and among all other denominations, 3.8. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the fourth quarter of 1931 was 5:0 per 1,000; in 
England and Wales, 6°83, and in Scotland 6°3, as compared with 4°3 for Saorstat Eireann. 


The Birth Rate for the second quarter of 1932, viz., 19.9 per 1,000, represented by 14,758 
births registered in Saorstat Hireann, is 1.4 below the average (21.3) for the second quarters 
of the ten years, 1922-31. For Dublin City the birth rate was 26:4; for Dun Laoghaire 
17°4, for Cork 22:7; for Limerick, 28-9; and for Waterford, 26:0. 

The corresponding birth rate for Northern Ireland during this quarter was 21:0; for 
England and Wales, 16:6; and for Scotland, 20:0. The birth rate for Belfast was 22:8; 
for Londonderry, 27.7 ; for London, 15.3; for Glasgow, 22:3; and for Edinburgh, 16:2. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann (numbering 11,242) was 15:1 
per 1,000 for this quarter, being 0.3 below the average (15.4) for the second quarters of the 
preceding ten years. 

For Dublin City the death rate was 15:0; for Dun Laoghaire, 15:4; for Cork, 16°5; 
for Limerick, 14:1; and for Waterford, ..7°0. 

In Northern Ireland the death rate for the quarter under review was 14:7 per 1,000; in 
England and Wales, 11-7; and in Scotland, 13:5. In Belfast, the rate was 13:7 ; in London- 
derry, 12-6; in London, 11:4; in Glasgow, 13-8; and in Edinburgh, 13:1. 


Deaths in Saorstat Eireann from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising enteric 
fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoeal diseases) afforded an annual rate of 0.5 per 1,000, which is equal to the average 
for the second quarters of the five years, 1927-31. 


The mortality from Influenza was equivalent to arate of 0:7 per 1,000, the average for 
the corresponding quarters of the preceding five years being 0°6 per 1,000. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1:3 per 1,000, which is 0°3 
below the average rate for the second quarters of the five years preceding. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 4:3 per 1,000 births registered, 
comprising 1:5 for puerperal sepsis and 2:8 for other puerperal conditions, as compared 
with 1.2 and 2,6 for the second quarter of 1931. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 


registered) was 73, in comparison with an average of 66 for the second quarters of the ten 
years, 1922-31. 


The Population estimated to the middle of 1932 is 2,973,000 (males, 1,514,000, and females, 
1,459,000) showing an increase of 16,000 on the estimate for the middle of 1931, which increase 


iS derived from the natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, and the balance between 
inward and outward migrants. 


The Natural Increase during the second quarter of 1932 was 3,516, as compared with an 
average of 4,442 for the second quarters of the ten years, 1922-31. 


During the second quarter of 1932, the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and 


gs the Mediterranean Sea was 158, and the number of Immigrants from these places 
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MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter ended 30th June, 1932, numbered 3,181, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4.3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, this rate being 
equal to that for the corresponding quarter of 1930, and 0.3 below the average for the second 
quarter of the ten years, 1922-31 (See Table I). Of the total Marriages 2,972 (or 4.3 per 
1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were those of Catholics, and 
209 related to all other denominations, equivalent to 3.8 per 1,000 of the population other 
than Catholic. The marriage rate among Catholics is 0.2 below, and that among other 
denominations 1,0 below, the respective averages for the second quarter of the preceding ten 
years. 


BIRTHS. 


During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered in the 640 Registrars 
Districts into which Saorstaét Eireann is divided for registration purposes, 14,758 births, 
of which 7,526 were those of males and 7,232 of females, or 1,041 of the former to 1,000 of 
the latter. 

The Birth rate was 19.9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1.4 below the average 
(21.3) for the second quarter of the ten years, 1922-31 (See Table I). 

The birth rate ascribed to Urban Districts, including the cities or boroughs, in the aggregate 
was 24.2 per 1,000 of the population, and to Rural Districts, 18.0 per 1,000, as compared 
with 24,8 and 18.7 respectively, in the second quarter of 1931 (See Table IV). 

For the Twelve Principal Towns, the birth rate was 25.5 per 1,000, as against 25.8 per 
1,000 in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Amongst these towns, the birth rate varied from 30,1 for Galway, 29.0 for Wexford and 
28,9 for Limerick to 17,4 for Dun Laoghaire, 18,7 for Kilkenny, and 22,4 for Tralee. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 11,242, and of these 5,720 were 
deaths of males and 5,522 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was 15, 1 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.3 below the average for the second quarter of 
the preceding decennium, and 0.2 below the rate for the second quarter of the year 1931 (See 
Table I). 

For the Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death rate during the quarter was 15.3 per 
1,000 as compared with 15.5 for the second quarter of 1931, and for Rural Districts, 15.1 per 
1,000 in comparison with 15.2 for the corresponding period of the preceding year. 

__ The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Twelve Principal Towns 
_ was 15.4 per 1,000, as compared with 15.6 per 1,000 in the second quarter of 1931. 

In the quarter under review, the rates for these towns are hereunder given, ranging in order 
from the district with the lowest rate to that with the highest :—Kilkenny, 12,7; Limerick, 
14.1; Drogheda, 14.5; Galway, 14.9; Dublin, 15.0; Dun Laoghaire, 15.4; Sligo, 15,4; 
Tralee, 16.3; Cork, 16.5; Waterford, 17.0; Wexford, 20.5; and Dundalk, 21,7. 


Causes of Death. 


In Table II, the mortality from some of the principal causes is given for the second quarter 
of 1932 and for each quarter of the preceding five years, as well as the averages for each quarter 
of these years. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—From this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
(398) from this group of causes is 48 above that for the second quarter of 1931, viz., 350, and 
36 above the average for the second quarter of the five years, 1927-31. Every disease, except 
enteric fever, shows an increase in comparison with the average for the previous five years. 
The greatest proportional increases are found in scarlet fever and diphtheria, the former 
causing 33 per cent. and the latter 29 per cent. more than the average. 

On the other hand, the decrease in enteric fever amounts to 41 per cent. of the deaths in 
1927-31. 

Of 110 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 66 (or 12.3 per 1,000 
births) were recorded for urban areas, as against 44 (or 4.7 per 1,000 births) for rural areas. 
For urban.areas of 10,000 population and upwards (‘‘ Twelve Principal Towns ”’), the mortality 
was 11.8 per 1,000 births, as compared with 14.5 per 1,000 for urban districts with less than 
10,000 inhabitants. ; 

Table III. shows that the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the Counties 
and Cities varied from 1.1 per 1,000 for the City of Dublin, to 0.0 for Leitrim. 

The death rate from these diseases in relation to the twelve principal towns in the aggregate, 
was 1.1 per 1,000, and the rates fluctuated between 0.4 per 1,000 for Dun Laoghaire and 
Tralee, and 3.5 for Sligo; the 44 deaths from all causes for the latter district including 6 
from measles, and 4 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years (Table IV). 
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Influenza.—Deaths from influenza amounted to 487, affording an annual rate of 0.66 per 
1,000, which is 0.03 above the average for the second quarter of the preceding five years, 
1927-31. Of the 487 deaths, 74 appertained to urban areas, representing 0.3 per 1,000 of the 
population, and 413 to rural districts, or 0. 8 per 1,000; the corresponding rates for the second 
quarter of 1931 were also 0.3 and 0.8. 


Tuberculosis.—The number of deaths from all forms of this disease during the quarter 
was 945, equivalent to an annual rate of 1.3 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 
an average of 1,147, and a rate of 1.6 per 1,000 for the second quarter of the five years, 1927-31. 
As may be seen from Table III, the rates varied from 2,1 for Cork County Borough, 2.0 for 
Kildare and 1.9 for Dublin City to 0.6 for Clare and 0.8 for Longford and Sligo. The rate 
for the aggregate city or borough areas and urban districts was 1.7 per 1,000 of the population 
of these areas, as compared with 1.1 for rural areas. For the twelve principal town areas the 
rate was 1.7 per 1,000, and for urban districts under 10,000 population it was 1.5. 


Puerperal Conditions.—The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnancy - 


and childbirth, as recorded during the quarter, was 64, being equal to 4°3 per 1,000 births 
registered. Of the 64 deaths, 22 were due to puerperal sepsis, or 1-5 per 1,000 births, and 
42, or 2:8 per 1,000 births. to other puerperal conditions. The corresponding rates for the 
second quarter of 1931 were 1,2 and 2.6 respectively. 


Ages at Death. 


Of 11,242 deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 1,070 or 9:5 per cent. were those 
of infants under one year of age, and 5,103 or 45-4 per cent. were those of persons 65 years 
and upwards. 


Infant Mortality —The infant mortality was 73 per 1,000 births registered, as compared 
with 49, 66 and 79 respectively, for the three preceding quarters, and an average of 66 for 
the second quarter of the ten years preceding (Table I). 


For county boroughs and urban districts in the aggregate, the rate was 89, and for all 
rural districts 63 per 1,000 (Table IT1). 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 
Deaths in Institutions numbered 3,023, or 26°9 per cent. of all deaths registered. 


Inguests. 


There were 310 inquests or deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates during the quarter, 
this number being 2°8 per cent. of the total deaths registered. 


Uncertified Deaths. 


The number of deaths in cases where there was no medical attendant during the last iNness, 


not including deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates) was 2,291, or 20°4 per cent. of the 
total deaths, . 


Cases of Infectious Diseases Notified. 


Table VI gives the number of such cases notified during the quarter in urban and rural 
districts, The total number amounted to 1,899. 


Vaccination. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful primary vaccinations during 
the quarter ended 30th June last was 11,364, or 77.0 to every 100 births registered during 


the quarter, the corresponding ratio for the second quarter of the five years 1927-31 being 
121.8. 





CITY OF DUBLIN. 
BIRTHS. 


Exclusive of 375 births in institutions relating to residents of other localities, the number 
of births recorded for the city of Dublin during the quarter under review was 2,745. The 


annual rate represented thereby was 26-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as compared 
with a rate of 27-0 for the corresponding quarter of 1931. The total births registered (3,120) 
comprise 1,582 boys and 1,538 girls. .

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DEATHS. 

Omitting 240 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, but including those 
of city residents registered elsewhere in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths ascribed to the city 
of Dublin for the quarter numbered 1,563, equivalent to an annual rate of 15.0 per 1,000 
of the population, as compared with 15.7 per 1,000 for the second quarter of 1931. The total 
number of deaths registered in the city numbered 1,770—878 males and 892 females. 

For the portion of the city north of the Liffey, the death-rate from all causes was 14.9 per 
1,000, which is the same as in the second quarter of 1931, the corresponding rates for the 
south side being 14.5 and 15.5 respectively. The mortality for these portions of the city is derived 
from figures partially corrected for deaths in institutions, as given in Table V., which shows the 
mortality for each Registrar's District, by ages and by some of the principal causes, for the quarter 
(thirteen weeks) ended the 2nd July, 1932. 


Causes of Death. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The deaths from this group of causes relating to the city 
during the quarter numbered 117, affording an annual rate of 1.1 per 1,000, as compared 
with 1.0 per 1,000, for the second quarter of the preceding year. 

The following statement shows for the city of Dublin the number of deaths from some 
of the principal causes for the second quarter of 1932, as compared with 1931 :—

Increases are shown for whooping-cough, diphtheria and diarrheal diseases, as compared 
with the second quarter of last year. 

On the other hand, there is a great decrease in measles, which caused only 5 deaths as com- 
pared with 47 in the second quarter of last year. 

The greatest increase is shown in deaths from whooping-cough, which have risen for the 
_ third successive quarter. The number in the quarter under review is 50 more than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1931. The rate for the north side in 1932 is 66 per 100,000, and for 
the south 50. 

Influenza.—The number of deaths attributed to influenza was 9, as against 91 in the 
previous quarter, and 20 in the second quarter of 1931. 

Tuberculosis.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease recorded for the city 
numbered 193, representing an annual rate of 1.86 per 1,000 of the population, as compared 
with 2.52 for the second quarter of the preceding year. 

The mortality from tuberculosis in the north side of the city was 1.68 per 1,000, and in 

the south, 1.84, the respective rates for the second quarter of 1931 being 2.41 and 2.38. 

Of the 193 deaths, 136 were ascribed to pulmonary and 57 to other forms of the disease, 
the former representing a rate of 1.31 per 1,000 and the latter 0.55 per 1,000. 





Ages at Death. 

Of the 1,563 deaths relating to the city of Dublin, as registered during the quarter, 356 
(or 22.8 per cent.) were those of children under five years of age, and 445 (or 28.5 per cent.) 
were of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding percentages in respect of the 
second quarter of 1931 being 22.4 and 28.5. 

The Infant Mortality, based on 233 deaths of infants under one year of age was 85 per 1,000 
births, as compared with 79 for the second quarter of 1931. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 


The deaths of Dublin residents occurring in public institutions, as registered during the 
quarter, numbered 777, or 49-7 per cent. of total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Disease. 
The number of cases of infectious disease notified during the quarter as shown in Tables VI 
was 583. Table VII gives the number of cases under treatment in Dublin hospitals during 


the quarter. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 25th June, 1932, deduced from the 
mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, 
was 48,9°, and at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 51. 2° ; for the thirteen weeks ended 2nd July 
at Peamount Sanatorium it was 49.2°; at Greenwich, 53.9; at Glasgow, 50.8; and at 
Edinburgh, 48. 6°. ‘ 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 5:5 > at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 5:3; at Cork (Ballinaeurra), 5:8; at Greenwich, 4:5; at Glasgow 
5:1; and at Edinburgh, 5:4. 


The rainfall during the same periods measured at Dublin 7°56 inches; at Peamount 
Sanatorium, 7:29 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), 11°42 inches; at Greenwich, 7°13 inches ; 
at Glasgow, 7°30 inches; and at Edinburgh, 5-73 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Metecrclogical 
Office, London :— 


APRIL. 


The unsettled weather which set in about March 20th continued with only brief interruptions 
during April, the month being on the whole cool and rainy. In eastern districts, however, 
there were considerable fair periods. Monthly totals of precipitation generally exceeded the 
average, although a few small areas in the south-east had less than the average April rainfall. 
Some snow or sleet occurred in several places on the 2nd, 3rd, 10th and llth. Mean 
temperatures were from 1°F, to 2°F. kelow the normal. Maximum temperatures of 60°F. 
or thereabouts were recorded in the east and south-east on the 9th, and widely during the 
last few days (62°F. at Newcastle, Wicklow, on the 9th, 60°F. at Killarney on the 28th, and 
59°F. at Markree Castle on the 29th). Sunshine aggregates were below the average in the 
north and west, and about normal in the east. 


MAY. 


May was chiefly distinguished by its wetness and dullness in the south and east. Moderate 
to heavy ain occurred widely on the 8th, 12th, 13th, 17th and 30th. In the south, monthly 
totals of precipitation with but few exceptions ranged from 1} to 12 times the May average. 
In the west and north, on the other hand, rainfall totals were generally about or even slightly 
below the average. Except for a period of unusually mild weather from the 13th to the 22nd, 
the days were mostly rather cool, so that monthly mean temperatures were slightly below 
the normal. The first 17 days included many fine periods, but subsequently little sunshine 
was recorded in the south and east. There was a slight excess of sunshine in Donegal, which 
just came within the boundary of an area of abundant sunshine centred off the west coast 
of Scotland. Elsewhere there was a pronounced deficiency of bright sunshine, the average 
daily loss amounting to 2.7 hours at Dublin (Phenix Park) and 2.4 hours at Ballinacurra 


JUNE. 


In contrast to May, June was remarkable for its dryness. In some places the drought, 
which was accompanied by mainly fine and warm weather, was broken by rain during the 
night of the 24th to 25th, but generally the break-up occurred on the 27th, with heavy falls 
on the 29th and 30th; at Waterford there was absolute drought from the Ist to 26th followed 
by 33 mim. of rain on the 29th and 21 mm. on the 30th. In the extreme west thunderstorms 
on the 15th gave rise to some heavy local falls (35 mm. at Mallaranny). In Dublin the month’s 
total rainfall amounted to less than one-fifth of the June average. Maximum temperature, 
frequently exceeded 70°F., the highest reported being 80°F. at Kilkenny on the 18th and at 
Killarney on the 17th and 19th. In all districts monthly mean temperatures exceeded the 
normal. Excellent sunshine records were obtained on several days, especially during the 
period 11th to 21st and, except for a slight deficiency in the extreme south-west of Ireland. 
sunshine aggregates were above the average for June.

NOTE.—The figures relating to vital statistics, as given in this Report. must be regarded as 
provisional, the revised figures appearing in the Detailed Annual Report. They may, however, 
be accepted as substantially correct. 


Inthe Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the Deaths 
registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, to the normal area 
of residence of deceased. ; 


The Births registered in each urban area, according to numerical returns furnished by the 
Registrars, have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those occurring in institutions of infants 
whose mothers were admitted from other localities. No correction ts made in these reports for 
births in individual rural areas. In Table IV, as a consequence, there is liability to slight 
understatement in the births for individual urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement 
in those given for the aggregate of rural districts. 





GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage Rate (4-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population) for the third quarter of 
1932, based on 3,478 marriages registered during the quarter, is 0-1 below the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1922-31. The marriage rate among Catholics 
for the third quarter of 1932 was 4-7, and among all other denominations, 4-6. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the second quarter of 1932 was 4-9 per 1,000; im 
England and Wales, 6-9, and in Scotland 6-5, as compared with 4-3 for Saorstat Eireann. 


The Birth Rate for the third quarter of 1932, viz., 19-9 per 1,000, represented by 14,779 
births registered in Saorstat Eireann, is 0-6 below the average (20-5) for the third quarters 
of the ten years, 1922-31. For Dublin City the birth rate was 27-7; for Dun Laoghaire 
17-3, for Cork 21-6; for Limerick, 28-1; and for Waterford, 28-8. 

The corresponding birth rate for Northern Ireland during this quarter was 20-6; for 
England and Wales, 15-5; and for Scotland, 18-0. The birth rate for Belfast was 21-3; 
for Londonderry, 29-0; for London, 14-2; for Glasgow, 19-5; and for Edinburgh, 15-3. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann (numbering 8,882) was 11-9 
per 1,000 for this quarter, being 0-2 above the average (11-7) for the third quarters of the 
preceding ten years. 

For Dublin City the death-rate was 12-7; for Dun Laoghaire, 10-9; for Cork, 13-1; 
for Limerick, 14-1; and for Waterford, 12-3. 

In Northern Ireland the death-rate for the quarter under review was 11-8 per 1,000; m 
England and Wales, 9-7; and in Scotland, 10-8. In Belfast, the rate was 11-2; m London- 
derry, 11-8; in London, 9-3; in Glasgow, 10-8: and in Edinburgh, 11-0. 


Deaths in Saorstat Eireann from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising enteric 
fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrheal diseases) afforded an annual rate of 0-6 per 1,000, which is 0-1 above the average 
for the third quarters of the five years. 1927-31. 


The mortality from Influenza was equivalent to a rate of 0-2 per 1,000, the average for 
the corresponding quarters of the preceding five years being 0-4 per 1,000. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculosis Disease was 1-1 per 1,000, which is 0-1 
below the average rate for the third quarters of the five years p ing. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 2-7 per 1,000 births registered, 
comprising 0-6 for puerperal sepsis and 2-1 for other puerperal conditions, as compared 
with 1-3 and 3-0 for the third quarter of 1931. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 61, in comparison with an average of 59 for the third quarters of the ten years, 
1922-31. 


.The Population estimated to the middle of 1932 is 2,974,000 (males, 1,514,000, and females, 
1,460,000) showing an increase of 17,000 on the estimate for the middle of 1931, which increase 
is derived from the natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, and the balance between 
inward and outward migrants. 


The Natural Increase during the third quarter of 1932 was 5,897, as compared with an 
average of 6,569 for the third quarters of the ten years, 1922-31. 


During the third quarter of 1932, the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea was 229, and the number of Immigrants from these places 
1,455.

MARRIAGES. 

The marriages registered during the quarter ended 30th September, 1932, numbered 3,478, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, this rate being 
0-1 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1931, and 0-1 below the average for the third 
quarter of the ten years, 1922-31 (See Table I). Of the total Marriages 3,223 (or 4-7 per 
1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were those of Catholics, and 
255 related to all other denominations, equivalent to 4-6 per 1,000 of the population other 
than Catholic. The marriage rate among Catholics is 0-1 below, and that among other 
denominations 0-8 below, the respective averages for the third quarter of the preceding ten 
years. 


BIRTHS. 


During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in the 641 Registrars 
Districts into which Saorstat Eireann is divided for registration purposes, 14,779 births, 
of which 7,670 were those of males and 7,109 of females, or 1,079 of the former to 1,000 of 
the latter. 

The Birth rate was 19-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-6 below the average 
(20-5) for the third quarter of the ten years, 1922-31 (See Table I). 

The birth rate ascribed to Urban Districts, including the cities or boroughs, in the aggregate 
was 25-2 per 1,000 of the population, and to Rural Districts, 17-6 per 1,000, as compared 
with 24-3 and 17-4 respectively, in the third quarter of 1931 (See Table IV). 

For the Twelve Principal Towns, the birth rate was 26-2 per 1,000, as against 25-3 per 
1,000 in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Amongst these towns, the birth rate varied from 35-0 for Kilkenny, 28-8 for Waterford, 
and 28-1 for Limerick, to 17-3 for Dun Laoghaire, 21-3 for Tralee, and 21-4 for Dundalk. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,882, and of these 4,581 were 
deaths of males and 4,301 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was 11-9 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-2 above the average for the third quarter of 
the preceding decennium, and 0-6 above the rate for the third quarter of the year 1931 (See 
Table I). 

For the Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death rate during the quarter was 12-6 per 
1,000 as compared with 11-5 for the third quarter of 1931, and for Rural Districts, 11-7 per 
1,000 in comparison with 11-2 for the corresponding period of the preceding year. 

The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Twelve Principal Towns 
was 12-8 per 1,000, as compared with 11-4 per 1,000 in the third quarter of 1931. 

In the quarter under review, the rates for these towns are hereunder given, ranging in order 
from the district with the lowest rate to that with the highest :—Hilkenny, 9-6; Dun 
Laoghaire, 10-9; Waterford, 12-3; Dublin, 12-7; Cork, 13-1; Galway, 13-2; Sligo 
13-3; Dundalk, 13-7; Limerick, 14-1; Tralee, 14-1; Drogheda, 14-2; and Wexford, 16-2. 


Causes of Death. 


In Table II, the mortality from some of the principal causes is given for the third quarter 
of 1932 and for each quarter of the preceding five years, as well as the averages for each quarter 


of these years. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—From this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
438) from this group of causes is 125 above that for the third quarter of 1931, viz., 313, and 
106 above the average for the third quarter of the five years, 1927-31. Every disease, except 
scarlet fever, shows an increase in comparison with the average for the previous five years. 
[he increase in measles amounted to 46 per cent., in whooping-cough to 44 per cent. and in 
liphtheria to 38 per cent. more than the average. 

The decrease in scarlet fever was 29 per cent. of the deaths in 1927-31. 

Of 207 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 157 (or 28-1 per 1,000 
yirths) were recorded for urban areas, as against 50 (or 5-4 per 1,000 births) for rural areas. 
for urban areas of 10,000 population and upwards (“‘ Twelve Principal Towns ’’), the mortality 
vas 31-6 per 1,000 births, as compared with 14-2 per 1,000 for urban districts with less than 
0,000 inhabitants. ; . | 

Table III. shows that the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the Counties 

nd Cities varied from 0-0 per 1,000 for Clare, to 1-5 for Waterford County Borough. 
The death rate from these diseases in relation to the twelve principal towns in the aggregate, 
vas 1-3 per 1,000, and the rates fluctuated between 0-4 per 1,000 for Kilkenny and l- 7 for 
talway ; the 47 deaths from all causes for the latter district including 2 from whooping- 
ough, and 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years (Table IV). 
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Influenza.—Deaths from influenza amounted to 130, affording an annual rate of 0*17 pei 
1,000, which is 0-23 below the average for the third quarter of the preceding five years 
1927-31. Of the 130 deaths, 22 appertained to urban areas, representing 0-1 per 1,000 of the 
population, and 108 to rural districts, or 0-2 per 1,000; the corresponding rates for the thirc 
quarter of 1931 were 0:1 and 0-1. 


Tuberculosis.—The number of deaths from all forms of this disease during the quarte: 
was 853, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-1 per 1,000 of the population, as compared witl 
an average of 902, and a rate.of 1-2 per 1,000 for the third quarter of the five years, 1927-3] 
As may be seen from Table ITI, the rates varied from 2-1 for Kildare, 1-8 for Laoighis, an 
1-7 for Wexford and Cork County Borough to 0:6 for Waterford County Borough and Slig 
and 0-7 for Offaly, Tipperary N.R., and Roscommon. The rate for the aggregate city o 
borough areas and urban districts was 1-4 per 1,000 of the population of these areas, a 
compared with 1-0 for rural areas. For the twelve principal town areas the rate was I: 
per 1,000, and for urban districts under 10,000 population it was 1:3. 


Puerperal Conditions. —The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnane 
and childbirth, as recorded during the quarter, was 40, being equal to 2-7 per 1,000 birth 
registered. Of the 40 deaths, 9 were due to puerperal sepsis, or 0-6 per 1,000 births, an 
31, or 2-1 per 1,000 births, to other puerperal conditions. The corresponding rates for th 
third quarter of 1931 were 1-3 and 3-0 respectively. 


Ages at Death. 

Of 8,882 deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 905 or 10-2 per cent. were thos 
of infants under one year of age, and 3,760 or 42-3 per cent. were those of persons 65 yea 
and upwards. | .

For county boroughs and urban districts in the aggregate, the rate was 83, and for 2 
rural districts 48 per 1,000 (Table ITI).

Vaccination. 

As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful prumary vaccinations durt 
the quarter ended 30th September last was 11,716, or 79-3 to every 100 births register 
during the quarter, the corresponding ratio for the third quarter of the five years 1927. 
being 103-9.

BIRTHS. 


Exclusive of 344 births in institutions relating to residents of other localities, the num 
of births recorded for the city of Dublin during the quarter under review was 2,877. 1 
annual rate represented thereby was 27:7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as compa 
with & rate of 26-5 for the corresponding quarter of 1931. The total births registered (3,2 
comprise 1,687 boys and 1,534 girls.

DEATHS. 


Omitting 199 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, but including those 
wf city residents registered elsewhere in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths ascribed to the city 
of Dublin for the quarter numbered 1,323, equivalent to an annual rate of 12-7 per 1,000 
of the population, as compared with 11-3 per 1,000 for the third quarter of 1931. The total 
number of deaths registered in the city numbered 1,485—-770 males and 715 females. 


For the portion of the city north of the Liffey, the death-rate from all causes was 12-5 per 
1,000, which is 1-5 above the third quarter of 1931, the corresponding rates for the south 
side being 12-2 and 11-2 respectively. The mortality for these portions of the city is derived 
from figures partially corrected for deaths in institutions, as given in Table V., which shows the 
mortality for each Registrar's District, by ages and by some of the principal causes, for the quarter 
(thirteen weeks) ended the \st October, 1932. 


Causes of Death. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The deaths from this group of causes relating to the city 
luring the quarter numbered 147, affording an annual rate of 1.4 per 1,000, as compared 
with 0-8 per 1,000, for the third quarter of the preceding year.

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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 24th September, 1932, deduced from 
the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Parks 
Dublin, was 58-8°, and at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 60-1°; for the thirteen weeks ended 
Ist October at Peamount Sanatorium it was 57:5; at Greenwich, 63:5; at Glasgow, 56:7; 
and at Edinburgh, 56-8. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 3:6; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 3:1; at Cork (Ballinaeurra), 3-7; at Greenwich, 4:6; at Glasgow 
3°2; and at Edinburgh, 4:3. 


The rainfall during the same periods measured at Dublin 9:57 inches; at Peamount 
Sanatorium, 9-83 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), 9:33 inches; at Greenwich, 7°27 inches ; 
at Glasgow, 8°30 inches; and at Edinburgh, 4°71 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Metecrclogical 
Office, London :— i 


JULY. 


In strong contrast with that of June, the weather of July was unsettled and wet, with 
comparatively few rainless days in many places. At Markree Castle, Dublin City and Cahir- 
civeen there were only four days with less than 0:2 mm. Widespread heavy rain accompanied 
locally by thunder, fell on the 13th, the largest measurement being 58 mm. at Rathfarnham. 
Average temperature was above the normal, only slightly so in the south-west, but by as 
much as 2°F. at Balbriggan, County Dublin. Except in the north-west the warmest days 
were the 9th and 10th, when temperature rose to between 75°F. and 80°F. in the south and 
east, and touched 81°F. at Newcastle on the 9th. Sunshine was markedly deficient, parti- 
cularly in the south-west. At Cahirciveen (Valentia Observatory) the month’s total of 71 
hours was the smallest July total for at least 52 years. 


AUGUST. 


The weather of August was mainly anticyclonic, very dull and dry. Severe local thunder- 
storms occurred, however, between the llth and 13th, and on the 20th. At Broadford, Co. 
Clare, 24-6 mm. fell in 25 minutes on the 13th, and heavy daily falls included 52 mm. at 
Mountmellick and 38 mm. at Killarney on the 20th. Temperature was appreciably above 
the normal, particularly in the south; at Kilkenny and Killarney the monthly average 
showed an excess of 3-6°F. The warmest periods occurred on the 5th, 9th, 11th to 13th, 


and 17th to 19th, and temperature rose to 80°F. at Killarney on the 19th. Sunshine de- 
ficiency was very pronounced. 


SEPTEMBER. 

The weather of September was variable. The first 13 days were mild and unsettled with 
occasional heavy rain, the heaviest daily fall being 34 mm. at Birr Castle on the 2nd. The 
best weather of the month occurred from the 14th to 17th, and temperature rose to 70°F. or 
thereabouts in many parts. With the onset of northerly winds on the 18th there was a decided 
drop in temperature, and, on the whole, the remainder of the month was rather cold. The 
average temperature for the month was a little below the normal but locally in the south 
it was slightly above. The highest reading recorded was 76°F. at Waterford, on the 13th. 
Although the general rainfall exceeded the normal, over a large part of Southern Ireland 
there was a marked deficiency. At Waterford, for example, the fall was only 59 per cent. 
of the normal. For the third month in succession sunshine was below the average, but the 
deficiency was not nearly so great as in July and August,

NOTE.—The figures relating to vital statistics, as given in this Report, must be regarded as 
provisional, the revised figures appearing in the Detailed Annual Report. They may, however, 
_ be accepted as substantially correct. 


Inthe Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the Deaths 
registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, to the normal area 
of residence of deceased. 


The Births registered in each urban area, according to numerical returns furnished by the 
Registrars, have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those occurring in institutions of infants 
whose mothers were admitted from other localities. No correction is made in these reports for 
births in individual rural areas. In Table IV, as a consequence, there is liability to slight 
understatement in the births for individual urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement | 
in those given for the aggregate of rural districts. 





GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage-rate (4:4 per 1,000 of the estimated population) for the fourth quarter of 
1932, based on 3,245 marriages registered during: the quarter, is 0-2 above the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1922-31. The marriage rate among Catholics 
for the fourth quarter of 1932 was 4-5, and among all other denominations, 3:2. ; 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the third quarter of 1932 was 6.7 per 1,000; in 
England and Wales, 9:4, and in Scotland 7-6, as compared with 4-7 for Saorstat Eireann. 


The Birth-rate for the fourth quarter of 1932, viz., 17-5 per 1,000, represented by 13,034 
births registered in Saorstat Hireann, is 1-4 below the average (18-9) for the fourth quarters 
of the ten years, 1922-31. For Dublin City the birth rate was 22:7; for Dun Laoghaire, 
15-4; for Cork, 20-1; for Limerick, 22:0; and for Waterford, 22-2. 

The corresponding birth-rate for Northern Ireland during this quarter was 18° 1 ; for England 
and Wales, 13-9; and for Scotland, 17-7. The birth-rate for Belfast was 19-2; for London- 
derry, 20.5; for London, 12.9; for Glasgow, 18-9; and for Edinburgh, 15-4. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann (numbering 9,644) was 13-0 
per 1,000 for this quarter, being 0-3 below the average (13-3) for the fourth quarters of the 
preceding ten years. 

For Dublin City the death-rate was 15-5; for Dun Laoghaire, 16:2; for Cork, 13°6; for 
Limerick, 12:7; and for Waterford, 16:5. 

In Northern Ireland the death-rate for the quarter under review was 13.1 per 1,000; in 
England and Wales, 11:5; and in Scotland, 13-7. In Belfast, the rate was 13:2; in London- 
derry, 15-3; in London, 11:4; in Glasgow, 16:2; and in Edinburgh, 13:3. 


Deaths in Saorstat Hireann from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising typhoid 
ever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoeal diseases) afforded an annual rate of 0:5 per 1,000, which is equal to the average 
for the fourth quarters of the five years, 1927-31. ; 


The mortality from Influenza was equivalent to a rate of 0-2 per 1,000, the average for 
the corresponding quarters of the preceding five years being also 0-2. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1.0 per 1,000, which is 0.1 
below the average rate for the fourth quarters of the five years preceding. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 5-1 per 1,000 births registered, com- 
prising 2:0 for puerperal sepsis and 3-1 for other puerperal conditions, as compared with 
1-1 and 3-4 for the fourth quarter of 1931. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) 
was 73, in comparison with an average of 70 for the fourth quarters of the ten years, 1922-31. 


The Population estimated to the middle of 1932 is 2,974,000 (males, 1,514,000, and females, 
1,460,000) showing an increase of 17,000 on the estimate for the middle of 1931, which increase 
is derived from the natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, and the balance between 
inward-and outward migrants. 


The Natural Increase during the fourth quarter of 1932 was 3,390, as compared with an 
average of 4,193 for the fourth quarters of the ten years, 1922-31. 


During the fourth quarter of 1932, the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and

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MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter ended 31st December, 1932. numbered 3,245, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4:4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, this rate being 
0:5 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1931, and 0:2 above the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years, 1922-31 (See Table I). Of the total Marriages 3,069 (or 4-5 
per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were those of Catholics, and 
176 related to all other denominations, equivalent to 3:2 per 1,000 of the population other 
than Catholic. The marriage rate among Catholics is 0°3 above, and that among other 
denominations 0:5 below, the respective averages for the fourth quarter of the preceding ten 
years, 


BIRTHS. 


During the quarter ended 3lst December last, there were registered in the 641 Registrars’ 
Districts into which Saorstat Eireann is divided for registration purposes, 13,034 births, 
of which 6,730 were those of males and 6,304 of females, or 1,068 of the former to 1,000 of 
the latter. | 

The Birth rate was 17-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1:4 below the average 
(18:9) for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1922-31 (See Table I). 

The birth rate ascribed to Urban Districts, including the eities or boroughs in the aggregate, 
was 21-0 per 1,000 of the population, and to Rural Districts, 16-1 per 1,000, as compared 
with 21:0 and 16-6 respectively, in the fourth quarter of 1931 (See Table IV). 

For the Twelve Principal Towns, the birth-rate was 21:7 per 1,000, as against 21:5 per 
1,000 in the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Amongst these towns, the birth-rate varied from 28:3 for Kilkenny, 23°0 for Drogheda, 
and 22-7 for Dublin, to 13:7 for Dundalk, 15-4 for Dun Laoghaire, and 17-5 for Tralee. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,644, and of these 5,011 were 
deaths of males and 4,633 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was 13-0 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-3 below the average for the fourth quarter of 
the preceding decennium, and equal to the rate for the fourth quarter of the year 1931 (See 
Table I). 

For an Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death-rate during the quarter was 14-5 per 
1,000 as compared with 14:0 for the fourth quarter of 1931, and for Rural Districts, 12:3 per 
1,000 in comparison with 12-6 for the corresponding period of the preceding year. 

The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Twelve Principal Towns 
was 14:9 per 1,000, as compared with 14:5 per 1,000 in the fourth quarter of 1931. — 

In the quarter under review, the rates for these towns are hereunder given, ranging in order 
from the district with the lowest rate to that with the highest :—Sligo, 7:7; Dundalk, 12-6; 
Limerick, 12:7 ; Wexford, 13-1; Cork, 13:6; Drogheda, 13:8 ; Tralee, 14:4; Kilkenny, 14:7; 
Dublin, 15-5; Galway, 15:7; Dun Laoghaire, 16-2; and Waterford, 16:5. 


Causes of Death. 


In Table II, the mortality from some of the principal causes is given for the fourth quarter 
of 1932 and for each quarter of the preceding five years, as well as the averages for each quarter 


of these years. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—From this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
(394) from this group of causes is 34 above that for the fourth quarter of 1931, viz., 360, and 
5 above the average for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1927-31. Increases are shown 
in typhoid fever, typhus, scarlet fever, and diphtheria in comparison with the average for 
the previous five years. The increase in typhoid fever amounted to 75 per cent., in scarlet 
fever to 69 per cent. and in diphtheria to 24 per cent. more than the average. 

Decreases have occurred in measles, whooping-cough and diarrheal diseases of children 

under 2. 

Of 134 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 87 (or 18-7 per 1,000 

births) were recorded for urban areas, as against 47 (or 5-6 per 1,000 births) for rural areas. 

lation and upwards (‘‘ Twelve Principal Towns bi the mor- 
tality was 20-9 per 1,000 births, as compared with 10:4 per 1,000 for urban districts with less 
than 10,000 inhabitants. ) ; } 

Table III. shows that the mortality from the principal evidemic diseases in the Counties 
and Citios varied from 0-0 per 1,000 for Clare, to 1-4 for Limerick County Borough. 

The death rate from these diseases in relation to the twelve principal towns in the aggregate, 


-was 1-1 per 1,000, and the rates fluctuated between 0-4 per 1,000 for Dun Laoghaire and 
the latter district including one from 
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Influena.—Deaths from influenza amounted to 147, affording an annual rate of 0-20 per 
1,000, which is 0-02 above the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding five years, 
1927-31. Of the 147 deaths, 26 appertained to urban areas, representing 0-1 per 1,000 of the 
population, and 121 to rural districts, or 0-2 per 1,000 ; the corresponding rates for the fourth 
quarter of 1931 were also 0:1 and 0-2. 


Tuberculosis.—The number of deaths from all forms of this disease during the quarter 
was 719, equivalent to an annual rate of 1:0 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 
an average of 831, and arate of 1-1 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1927-31. 
As may be seen from Table ITI, the rates varied from 1-4 for the cities of Dublin and Waterford, 
and 1-2 for the counties of Dublin and Galway to 0-3 for Carlow, 0-4 for Sligo, and 0-6. 
for Kildare, Meath, Leitrim, Roscommon and Monaghan. The rate for the aggregate city 
or borough areas and urban districts was 1:3 per 1,000 of the population of these areas, as 
compared with 0-8 for rural areas. For the twelve principal town areas the rate was 1:3 
per 1,000, and for urban districts under 10,000 population it was also 1-3. 


Puerperal Conditions.—The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnancy 
and childbirth, as recorded during the quarter, was 66, being equal to 5-1 per 1,000 births 
registered. Of the 66 deaths, 26 were due to puerperal sepsis, or 2-0 per 1,000 births, and 
40, or 3:1 per 1,000 births, to other puerperal conditions. The corresponding rates for the 
fourth quarter of 1931 were 1-1 and 3:4 respectively. 


Ages at Death. 


Of 9,644 deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 957 or 9-9 per cent. were those 
of infants under one year of age, and 4,263 or 44-2 per cent. were those of persons 65 years 
and upwards. 

Infant Mortality—The infant mortality was 73 per 1,000 births registered, as compared 
with 79, 73 and 61 respectively, for the three preceding quarters, and an average of 70 for 
the fourth quarter of the ten years preceding (Table I). 


For county boroughs and urban districts in the aggregate, the rate was 110, and for all 
rural districts 53 per 1,000 (Table ITT). 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 
Deaths in Institutions numbered 2,758, or 28:6 per cent. of all deaths registered. 


Inquests. 


There were 252 inquests or deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates during the quarter, 
this number being 2-6 per cent. of the total deaths registered. 


Uncertified Deaths. 


The number of deaths in cases where there was no medical attendant during the last illness, 
(not including deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates) was 1,826, or 18:9 per cent. of the 
totel deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Diseases Notified. 


Table VI gives the number of such cases notified during the quarter in urban and rural 
districts. The total number amounted to 2,784. 


Vaccination. 
As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful prumary vaccinations during 
the quarter ended 3lst December last was 8,384, or 64-3 to every 100 births registered 


during the quarter, the corresponding ratio for the fourth quarter of the five years 1927-31 
being 70-7. 





CITY OF DUBLIN. 


BIRTHS. 


Exclusive of 318 births in institutions relating to residents of other localities, the number 
of births recorded for the city of Dublin during the quarter under review was 2,363. Tho 
annual rate represented thereby was 22-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as compared 
with a rate of 22-4 for the corresponding quarter of 1951. The total births registered (2,681) 
comprise 1,404 boys and 1,277 girls. . 
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DEATHS. 


Omitiing 225 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, but including those 
of city residents registered elsewhere in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths ascribed to the city 
of Dublin for the quarter numbered 1,614, equivalent to an annual rate of 15-5 per 1,000 

_ of the population, as compared with 14-5 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of 1931. The total 
number of deaths registered in the city numbered 1,793—915 males and 878 females. 

For the portion of the city north of the Liffey, the death-rate from all causes was 15-5 per 
1,000, as compared with 14-8 in the fourth quarter of 1931, the corresponding rates for the 
south side being 18-8 and 13-5 respectively. The mortality for these portions of the city is 
derwed from figures partially corrected for deaths in institutions, as given in Table V., which 
shows the mortality for each Registrar’s District, bu ages and "by some of the principal causes, 
for the quarter (thirteen weeks) ended 31st December, 1932. 


Causes of Death. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The deaths from this group of causes relating to the city 
during the quarter numbered 126, affording an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000, as compared 
with 0-8 per 1,000, for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 

The following statement shows for the city of Dublin the number of deaths from some 
of the principal causes for the fourth quarter of 1932, as compared with 1931 :—

Increases are shown for all these diseases except influenza, and other forms of tuberculosis, 
as compared with the fourth quarter of last year. 

The greatest increase is shown in deaths from measles, the number in the quarter under 
review being 21 more than in the corresponding quarter of 1931. 

Influenza.—The number of deaths attributed to influenza was 12, as against 17 in the fourth 
quarter of 1931. 

Tuberculosis.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease recorded for the city 
numbered 142, representing an annual rate of 1:36 per 1,000 of the population, as compared 
with 1:48 for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 

The mortality from tuberculosis in‘the north side of the city was 1°38 per 1,000, and in 
the south, 1:25, the respective rates for the fourth quarter of 1931 being 1:48 and 1°33. 

Of the 142 deaths, 124 were ascribed to pulmonary and 18 to other forms of the disease, 
the former representing a rate of 1:19 per 1,000 and the latter 0°17 per 1,000. 


Ages at Death. 


Of the 1,614 deaths relating to the ¢ity of Dublin, as registered during the quarter, 459 
(or 28° 4 per cent.) were those of children under five years of age, and 445 (or 27-6 per cent.) 
were of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding percentages 1n respect of the 


fourth quarter of 1931 being 23:7 and 27:4. 
The Infant Mortality, based on 320 deaths of infants under one year of age, was 135 per 
1,000 births, as compared with 100 for the fourth quarter of 1931. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 


The deaths of Dublin residents occurring in public institutions, as registered during the 
quarter, numbered 766, or 47°5 per cent. of total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Disease. 
\ 


The number of cases of infectious disease notified during the quarter, as shown in Table VI. 
was 749. Table VII gives the number of cases under treatment in Dublin hospitals during 


the quarter. 
. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the fourteen weeks ended 3lst December, 1932, deduced from 
the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, was 45°4°, and at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 48-8°; for the thirteen weeks ended 
3lst December at Peamount Sanatorium it was 45:0°; at Greenwich, 45-5°; at Glasgow, 
43-8°; and at Edinburgh, 43-7°. | 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 2:7; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 1:9; at Cork (Ballinaeurra), 2-4; at Greenwich, 1:6; at Glasgow 
1-1; and at Edinburgh, 1°9. 


The rainfall during the same periods measured at Dublin 8-62 inches; at Peamount 
Sanatorium, 11:00 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), 15-51 inches ; at Greenwich, 6°81 inches ; 
at Glasgow, 15:44 inches; and at Edinburgh, 12-19 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Metecrclogical 
Offiee, London :— 


OCTOBER. 


The weather of October was unsettled, with an unusual prevalence of winds from between 
west and north. Mean temperature was slightly below the normal but mild days occurred, 
when temperature rose to 60°F. or above. On the 16th, for example, 66°F. was registered 
at both Ballinacurra and Cork. The coldest spell occurred towards the end of the month, 
and temperature failed to pass 45°F. locally on the 27th, 28th and 30th. The lowest tem- 
perature, 29°F., was recorded at Birr Castle on the 29th ,at Kilkenny on the 4th and 29th, 
at Mountmellick on the 4th, and at Markree Castle on the 10th. 

Although the general precipitation was a little above the normal, many places recorded a 
deficiency, particularly in the west and southwest. This deficiency is interesting when 
compared with the large excess experienced in eastern Scotland and parts of England. In 
marked contrast to the three dull months immediately preceding it, October was, on the 
whole, unusually sunny. 


NOVEMBER. 


The month of November was dry, conspicuously so in some parts ; locally in County Kerry 
and County Dublin, for example, less than 40 per cent. of the normal rainfall was recorded. 
In the south it was also markedly dull, but a few places in the north enjoyed rather more 
than the average sunshine. The month opened with mild, rather unsettled weather. A 
change occurred between the 4th and 5th and thereafter an anticyclonic distribution of pressure 
was maintained ; easterly winds were unusually prevalent, and very little rain fell. From 
the 22nd onward, conditions were very unsettled with strong winds and local gales from 
between southwest and northwest. The extreme temperatures for the month were :— 
61°F. at Kilkenny, on the 2nd, and 25°F. at Markree Castle, Hazelhatch and Mountmellick 
on the 6th, 


DECEMBER. 


The weather of December was variable, but on the average it was mild, wet and, in most 
places, rather sunny. The opening days were unsettled, with occasional rain and strong 
winds at times, particularly in the northwest. From the 6th to the 11th there ensued a spell 
of cold, dry weather, with mainly easterly winds. Subsequently. conditions became un- 
settled again and extremely mild. The period from the 15th to the 22nd was particularly 
disturbed, and the prolonged and frequently heavy rain resulted in serious floods over a large 
part of the country. Some large falls in 24 hours include 45 mm. at Mallaranny on the 15th, 
64 mm. at Killarney and 44 mm. at Valentia on the 16th, 43 mm. at Waterford and Roches 
Point and 41 mm. at Ballinacurra on the 19th, and 39 mm. at Carrick-on-Suir and 38 mm. at 
Cork on the 22nd. Temperature rose to 61°F. at Dublin and to 60°F. at Hazelhatch and 
Rathfarnham on the 17th. Strong winds or gales occurred on the 31st: a gust of 96 m.p.h. 
was recorded at Valentia Observatory. |

GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The rate in 1932 per 1,000 of the population represented by the number of Marriages (13,085) 
registered in Saorstat Eireann was 4:4, as against 4:4 in 1931, and an average of 4-7 for the 
ten years 1922-31. 


The Birth-rate in Saorstat Eireann during the year, based on 56,167 births, was 18-9 per 
1,000 of the estimated population, as against 19-3 per 1,000 for 1931 and an average of 20-2 
per 1,000 for the ten years 1922-31. 

The birth-rate for the city of Dublin was 25-3 per 1,000 ; for the borough of Dun Laoghaire, 
16-7; for the county borough of Cork, 21-4; for Limerick, 25-8; and for Waterford 26-1. 

For Northern Ireland the birth-rate was 20-0; for England and Wales, 15-3; and for 
Scotland, 18-6. 

The rate for Belfast was 21:5; for Londonderry, 26:1; for London, 14-3; for Glasgow 
20-6; and for Edinburgh, 15-5. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann, numbering 42,957, was 14-4 
per 1,000, as compared with 14-5 in 1931 and an average also of 14-5 for the ten years 1922-31. 

The death-rate for the city of Dublin was 15-7 per 1,000 ; for the borough of Dun Laoghaire, 
14-3; for Cork, 15-8; for Limerick, 15-7 ; and for Waterford, 18-3. 

The corresponding death-rate for Northern Ireland was 14-2; for England and Wales, 
12-0; and for Scotland, 13-5. 

For Belfast the death-rate was 14-0 ; for Londonderry, 14-4 ; for London, 12:3 ; for Glasgow, 
14-5; and for Edinburgh, 13-5. 


The mortality rate represented by deaths in Saorstat Eireann from the Principal Epidemic 
Diseases (comprising typhoid fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping- 
cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoeal diseases) was 0-6 per 1,000, as compared with 
0-5 in 1931 and an average of 0-5 for the five years 1927-31. 


The death-rate from Influenza was 0-5 per 1,000, which was also the rate in 1931 and the 
average rate for the five years 1927-31. _—e 


Deaths from Tuberculosis (all forms) afforded a rate of 1-2 per 1,000, as compared with 
1-3 in 1931, and an average of 1-4 for the five years 1927-31. 


The rate for Pulmonary Tuberculosis was 0-9 as against 1-0 in 1931. 
Deaths from Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 4-2 per 1,000 births registered during 
the year (1-4 per 1,000 from puerperal! sepsis and 2-8 per 1,000 from other puerperal con- 


ditions), as compared with 4:3 in 1931 and an average of 4-5 for the five years 1927-31. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) was 71, 
the rate for the year 1931 being 69, and the average for the ten years 1922-31, 70. 
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The estimated Population in the middle of 1932 (2,974,000) shows an increase of approxi- 


' mately 2,000 as compared with the result of the Census taken in April, 1926, viz., 2,971,992.

As compared with 1931 the estimated population in 1932 shows an increase of 17,000. 


During the year 1932 the Natural Increase was 13,210, as compared with 14,139 in 1931, 
and an average of 15,968 for the five years 1927-31. 


Emigrants numbered 871, as against 1,557 in 1931, and an average of 18,150 for the 
five years 1927-31, while the number of Immigrants was 5,044, as compared with 4,102 in 
1931, the average for the five years 1927-31 being 3,022. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages registered in Saorstat Eireann during 1932 was 13,085, representing 
4-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population. In the first quarter 3,181 were registered ; in the 
second, 3,181; in the third, 3,478 ; and in the fourth, 3,245 ; affording rates per 1,000 of the 
population of 4:3, 4-3, 4:7, and 4-4, respectively (see Table I, page 81), Of the 13,085 


_ marriages, 12,313 were those of Catholics, representing 4-5 per 1,000 of the Catholic population ; 


and 772 related to all other denominations, equivalent to 3-5 per 1,000 of the population 
other than Catholic. The former shows a decrease of 0-3 per 1,000, and the latter a decrease 
of 0-8 per 1,000, as compared with the average of the ten years 1922-31. 


BIRTHS. 


The births registered in 1932 numbered 56,167, 28,833 being those of males and 27,334 
of females, or 1,055 of the former to 1,000 of the latter, and represent a rate of 18-9 per 1,000 
of the population, as against an annual average of 60,014 births and a rate of 20-2 per 1,000 
for the ten years, 1922-31. 


The births recorded for urban areas amounted to 20,524 and for rural areas 35,643, the 
former being equivalent to 23-1 per 1,000 and the latter to 17-1, in comparison with the 
corresponding rates of 23-2 and 17-6 in 1931. 

For the twelve Principal Towns, the birth-rate was 24:1 per 1,000, which was also the 
rate in the preceding year. The aggregate for the remaining urban districts was 19-8, as 
against 20-3 in 1931. 


DEATHS. 


'The deaths registered in Saorstat Eireann during the year 1932, numbered 42,957, consisting 


of 21,822 deaths of males and 21,135 of females, and are equivalent to a rate of 14-4 per 


1,000 of the estimated population, as against 14-5 in 1931 and an average rate of 14:5 for 


the ten years, 1922-31. (Table I, page 81.) 


The death-rate per 1,000 for all urban districts (the population of which is about 29 per cent. 


of Saorstat Eireann) was 15-4 and for all rural districts 14-0, as compared with 15-5 and 


14-1 respectively, in 1931, and averages of 15-3 and 14-1 for the five years 1927-31. 


For the twelve Principal Towns the rate was 15-7, which was also the rate in 1931; the 


average rate for the period 1927-31 was 15-6.

In Table II, page 82, the number of deaths from some of the principal causes is shown for 
the years 1927-32, with the rates represented thereby.

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these causes in 1932 are equivalent to 0-55 per \ 
1,000 of the population, as compared with an average of 0-52 for the five years 1927-31. 


The rise in the rate for 1932 is chiefly dus to an increase of 87 deaths from diphtheria (or 
30 per cent. of the average). 


Of the total deaths from this disease (377) 82 were recorded for Dublin city, 38 for Cork . 
county, 22 for Limerick city and 40 for Galway county. With the exception of Limerick, 
these areas also experienced the highest numbers of deaths from diphtheria in 1931. Increases 
also occurred in deaths from scarlet fever (28 per ceat.) and diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years (4 per cent.). Deaths from whooping-cough decreased by 9 per cent. and 
dysentery caused 3 deaths as compared with an average of 7. Deaths from the remaining 
epidemic diseases were approximately the same as the average. 


Of 551 deaths of children from diarrhcea and enteritis 374 (or 18-2 per 1,000 births) were 
recorded for urban areas and 177 (or 5-0 per 1,000 births) for rural areas. For urban areas 
of 10,000 population and upwards (twelve principal towns) the mortality was 19-5 per 1,000 
births, as compared with 13-2 per 1,000 births for urban districts having less than 10,000 
inhabitants. 


Table 2 shows that the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the counties 
and county boroughs varied from 0-1 for Clare, and 0-2 for Roscommon and Cavan counties 
to 2-2 for Waterford county borough, 1-2 for Limerick county borough, 1-1 for the city of 
Dublin, and 1-0 for Cork county borough. 


The death-rate from these diseases in relation to the twelve principal towns in the aggregate 
was 1-1 per 1,000, the rates fluctuating from 0-4 for Dun Laoghaire to 2-2 for Waterford. 
The 487 deaths from all causes for the latter city included 25 from measles, one from scarlet 
fever, 7 from whooping-cough, 4 from diphtheria, and 22 from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years. (Table 3.) 


Influenza.—The number of deaths registered from influenza was 1,595, as against an average 
of 1,340 during 1927-31, the respective annual rates being 0-54 and 0-45 per 1,000 of the 
population. The rate per 1,000 for the aggregate of cities or boroughs and urban districts 
was 0:4 and for rural districts 0-6. 


Of the 1,595 deaths, 831 were registered in the first quarter, 487 in the second, 130 in the 
third, and 147 in the fourth. 


The epidemic which commenced in January would appear to have prevailed throughout 
the country and to have continued into the second quarter. In Leinster and Munster the 
mortality from the disease for the year was 0-5 per 1,000, in Connaught 0-6, and in Ulster 
(part of) 0-7. 


The rates for counties and cities varied from 1-4 for Longford, 0-9 for Leitrim, and 0-8 for 
Wicklow, Kerry, Roscommon and Donegal to 0-1 for Cork county borough, 0-2 for Tipperary, 
S.R. and 0-3 for the city of Dublin, and Kildare. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of the disease numbered 3,579, being equal to 1-2 
per 1,000 of the population, as compared with an annual average of 3,990 and a rate of 1-4 
for the five years 1927-31. Table 2 shows that the rates in 1932 varied from 1-8 for Cork 
county borough, 1-7 for the city of Dublin, and 1-6 for Wexford county and 0-8 for the 
counties of Longford, Leitrim, Roscommen, and Sligo. 


For the aggregate of cities or boroughs and urban districts, the death-rate from tuberculosis 
was 1-5 per 1,000 of the population of these areas, as against 1-1 for all rural districts. The 
rate for the twelve principal towns was 1-5 per 1,000. 


Puerperal Conditions.—The number of deaths attributed to accidents and diseases of preg- 
nancy and childbirth was 235, affording a rate of 4:2 per 1,000 births registered, as compared 
with an average rate of 4-5 for the preceding five years. (Table II, page 82.} 


Of the 235 deaths, 77 were ascribed to puerperal sepsis, or 1-4 per 1,000 births, and 158 
to other puerperal conditions, or 2:8 per 1,000. 


_ From Table 2, which shows the mortality for counties and county boroughs and for urban 
and rural areas in the aggregate, it will be seen that the rates varied from 9-9 for Waterford 
county, 9:8 for Roscommon and 9-3 for Cavan, to 0-9 for Sligo, 1-2 for Laoighis, and 1-3 for 
Leitrim. 


The aggregate rate per 1,000 births for cities or boroughs and urban districts was 3:8 and 
for rural districts 4-4, the annual average rates for the five years 1927-31 being 4:0 and.4-8 
respectively. . . Cd 
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Ages at Death. 


Of 42,957 deaths at all ages, 4,010 or 9-3 per cent., weré those of infants under one year 


of age, and 19,526, or 45-5 per cent., were those of persons 65 years and upwards. 


The Infant Mortality in 1932 was 71 per 1,000 births registeréd, as against 69 in 1931, and 
an average of 70 for the ten years 1922-31. (Table I, page 81.} 


Table 2, shows that for cities or boroughs and urban districts in the aggregate, the rate 
for infant mortality was 97 per 1,000 births and for rural districts 57. 


The average rate for urban districts in the five years 1927-31 was 92, and in the case of 
rural districts, 57. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 


Deaths in Institutions numbered 12,090, or 28:1 per cent. of all deaths registered, as 
compared with 27:2 per cent. in 1931. ; 


Inquests. 


There were 1,088 inquests or deaths registered on Coroner’s certificates during the year, 


or 2-5 per cent. of the total deaths registered; the percentage in 1931 was 2:6. 


Uncertified Deaths. 


The number of deaths in cases in which there was no medical attendant during the last 


illness, or in which no inquest or post mortem examination through the Coroner was held, 
_ was 8,578, or 20-0 per cent. of the total deaths, as against a percentage of 20-5 in 1931. 


Vaccination. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful primary vaccinations during the 
year was 36,345, or 64:7 per cent. of the total births registered, the percentage for the year 
1931 being 77:1, and for the five years 1927-31, 87-7.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during 1932, exclusive of 1,325 occurring in institutions 


relating to other localities, was 10,503 ; the rate per 1,000 of the estimated population re- 


presented thereby was 25-3, as compared with 25-0 in 1931. All births registered numbered 
11,828, of which 6,076 were boys and 5,752 girls. — . 


DEATHS. 


Omitting 892 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, but including those 
of city ec Res PP fered elsewhere in Saorstat Hireann, the deaths ascribed to the city 
numbered 6,536, equivalent to a rate of 15-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as against 
15-8 for the year 1931. The total number of deaths registered in the city was 7,279 (3,611

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—It will be seen from the foregoing statement that the deaths 
from this group of causes numbered 478, affording a rate of 1-15 per 1,000 of the population 
as compared with 1-19 for the preceding year. Increases in the mortality for individual 
causes as compared with 1931 are shown for allthe diseases under this heading, except measles. 
The largest increases occurred in whooping-cough which caused 123 deaths, as compared 
with 31 in 1931, and in diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2, which caused 190 deaths, 
ue 139 in the previous year. On the other hand, deaths from measles decreased from 
223 to F 


In the north side of the city the mortality from whooping-cough was 33 per 100,000 of 
the population, as compared with 4 in 1931, as against 26 and 10 respectively, for the south 
side. ; 


_ Diphtheria mortality in the north side was represented by a rate of 22 per 100,000, and 
in the south by 17, the respective rates for north and south in 1931 being 20 and 15. 


Influenza.—Deaths from this cause for the city numbered 120, equivalent to 0-29 per 
1,000 of the population, as compared with 0-30 per 1,000 in 1931. As derived from Table 4, 
the rate for the north side was 0-30 per 1,000 and for the south 0-26 per 1,000. 


In 1931 the rate for the north side was 0-34 and for the south 0- 25. 


Tuberculosis._The number of deaths from all forms of the disease was 695, representing 
1-67 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 2-01 for the preceding year. 


Of the total, 551 were ascribed to pulmonary tuberculosis, or 1-32 per 1,000 of the 
population, and 144 to other forms of the disease, or 0:35 per 1,000. In 1931, the correspond- 
ing rates were 1-53 and 0-48. 


Ages at Death. 


Of 6,536 deaths at all ages 1,559 (or 23-9 per cent.) were those of children under 5 years 
of age, and 1,928 (or 29-5 per cent.) of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding 
percentages for 1931 being 25-3 and 28-8. 


The Infant Mortality, based on 1,067 deaths of infants under one year of age, was 102 per 


1,000 births, as compared with 94 in 1931. For the north side of the city the infant mortality 
rate in 1932 was 108 per 1,000 births, and for the south 98. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 


The deaths of Dublin residents which occurred in public institutions numbered 3,070, or 
47-0 per cent. of the total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Diseases. 


The number of cases of infectious diseases notified in the city during the year was 2,423, 
as shown in Table 5, while Table 6 gives the number of cases of certain diseases under treat- 
ment in Dublin hospitals during the same period.
